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Strangers  are  admitted  to  see  the  Asylum  on  MONDAYS, 
WEDNESDAYS,  and  THURSDAYS,  from  Eleven  to 
Twelve  o'clock  in  the  Forenoon,  and  from  Two  to  Four 
o’clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

They  are  requested  not  to  make  any  remarks  upon  the 
personal  appearance  of  the  Pupils  in  their  hearing,  or  to 
offer  money  to  any  Pupil  or  Servant  of  the  Institution. 

Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  be 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils  ; also  a Book  for 
entering  any  Donation  or  Annual  Subscription  which 
Visitors  may  he  disposed  to  give  to  the  Institution. 

The  PUPILS  assemble  in  the  MUSIC  ROOM  every 
MONDAY  AFTERNOON,  at  Three  o’clock,  except  during 
the  Summer  and  Christmas  Vacations,  for  the  perform- 
qnce  of  SACRED  ifUSIC,  to  which  Visitors  arc  admitted.

REPORT. 


On  January  1st,  1882,  there  were  55  inmates  of 
this  Institution,  35  males  and  20  females.  During  the 
year  two  boys  were  admitted,  and  seven  left.  01  these 
seven,  four  were  taught  basket  making,  two  left  when 
their  allotted  time  had  expired,  and  two  before  that 
period,  because,  being  unusually  expert,  they  con- 
sidered themselves  capable  of  gaining  a livelihood  in 
the  plain  work  of  this  department.  One  of  these  was 
also  a good  mat  maker.  A fifth  was  a good  musician 
and  tuner  of  pianofortes,  and  for  some  years  had  at 
times  conducted  the  public  services  in  the  chapel.  A 
sixth  left  in  ill-health,  and  died  shortly  alter  ot  rapid 
consumption  ; and  the  Committee  were  most  reluctantly 
compelled  to  dismiss  the  seventh,  though  a promising 
musical  pupil,  for  persistent  insubordination.  Four 
girls  were  admitted  and  five  left — one  of  the  latter, 
Matilda  Phillips,  was  very  clever  in  making  wool 
flowers  and  other  kinds  of  fancy  work,  and  the  Com- 
mittee in  recognition  of  the  influence  which  her 
Christian  life  exercised  over  the  other  pupils  presented 
her  with  five  guineas,  and  wool  and  needles  to  the  value 
of  one  pound.  Two  other  female  pupils  received  each 
a gratuity  of  three  guineas ; a fourth  was  admitted 
into  a permanent  home  for  the  blind ; the  fifth  left  in 
ill-health  and  died  of  consumption  soon  after.  There 
remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  49  pupils.  Ten  of  the 
twelve  pupils  mentioned  above  as  having  left  were  also 
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capable  of  adding  largely  to  their  earnings  by  chair- 
caning. 

The  secular  education  imparted  to  the  inmates  con- 
sists, as  heretofore,  of  reading  and  writing  in  Braille 
and  Homan  type,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography, 
history,  and  a knowledge  of  the  current  events  of  the 
day,  music  and  pianoforte  tuning,  and  handicraft,  arts, 
and  trades.  The  course  of  general  reading  to  all  the 
pupils  assembled  in  the  Dining-hall  has  included, 
amongst  other's,  the  following  books  : “ Battles  of  the 
British  Kavy,”  Agnes  Strickland’s  “ Lives  of  the 
Queen’s  of  England,”  Lady  Brassey’s  “ Voyage  in  the 
Sunbeam,”  “ Margaret  Catchpole,”  Lady  Duff  Gordon’s 
‘‘Letters  from  Egypt,”  “The  Land  and  the  Book,” 
“ The  Cities  of  the  Middle  Ages,”  “ The  Cross  and  the 
Crescent,”  “Life  of  Lord  Beaconsfield,”  Grey’s 
“ History  of  Home,”  “ History  of  the  Jacobins,” 
Carlyle’s  “ Frederick  the  Great,”  “ Horse  Subsecivar,” 
and  various  moral  tales.  On  account  of  the  difference 
between  the  mental  capacities  and  ages  of  the  pupils 
much  care  and  forethought  is  necessary  to  arrange  the 
work  so  that  each  one  may  receive  as  much  attention 
as  possible  from  the  different  teachers  and  professors. 
The  Chaplain,  besides  conducting  the  Sunday  Services 
in  the  Chapel,  gives  lectures  and  catechetical  instruction 
once  a week,  and  the  Bible  is  read  in  the  school 
and  at  morning  and  evening  prayers  by  the  Lady 
Superintendent. 

The  following  works  have  been  written  in  Braille 
characters  by  the  more  advanced  classes  at  the  dictation 
of  the  Lady  Superintendent,  assisted  by  the 
governesses : —

25  copies  of  Secular  Songs,  -with  Accompaniments. 

25  copies  of  528  Chants,  by  Joule. 

25  copies  of  57  Eyries,  by  Joule. 

16  copies  of  Handel’s  Album  for  the  Organ  (ar- 
ranged by  Best),  besides  numerous  tunes  and  chants 
from  the  Bristol  Tune  Book,  and  other  miscellaneous 
works. 

In  June  last  the  Bight  Worshipful  the  Mayor  o* 
Bristol,  J.  D.  Weston,  Esq.,  afforded  great  pleasure  to 
the  blind  pupils  by  kindly  distributing  the  prizes, 
towards  the  binding  of  which  lie  had  generously  given 
£10.  The  Mayor  has  also  given  £10  this  year  to 
be  distributed  in  prizes,  and  another  kind  friend  who 
does  not  wish  his  name  to  appear  has  given  a similar 
amount,  and  for  the  same  purpose. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Trade  Account 
shows  an  increase  of  £79  18s.  on  that  of  last  year. 
During  the  year  there  has  also  been  a slight  increase  of 
£4  3s.  iu  the  subscriptions.  The  donations  have 
amounted  to  £573  4s.  Id.,  including  £50  from  Mrs. 
Col.  Harrison,  of  Clifton,  £10  from  Mrs.  Hare,  of 
Scantone  House,  Clifton,  and  from  Mrs.  Disney  Bobin- 
son,  of  Erogmore,  Torquay,  the  munificent  gift  of 
£500  ; for  all  which  sums  the  Committee  beg  to  tender 
their  hearty  thanks.  There  have  been  no  legacies 
received  this  year. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  also  given  to  the 
following  ladies  and  gentlemen Miss  Barler,  Mr. 
Brown,  and  Mr.  'Button,  for  free  admission  of  the  blind 
pupils  to  their  concerts;  to  Mr.  G.  Riselcy,  for 
generously  admitting  gratuitously  the  pupils  to  each  of 
las  Monday  Popular  Concert,  Saturday  Organ  Becitals, 
and  his  benefit  concerts  ; to  Glennie  Smith,  Esq.,  for 
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free  admission  of  the  pupils  to  the  service  of  tho  Church 
Choral  Union,  held  in  the  Cathedral ; to  the  Rev.  Mark 
Guy  Pearce,  for  admission  to  his  lecture  on  Chatterton, 
at  the  Victoria  Rooms  ; to  the  Rev.  T.  H.  Clark,  for 
admission  to  his  lecture  on  Luther ; to  the  Council  of 
the  Museum,  for  a reduction  in  tho  price  of  admission 
of  the  musical  pupils  to  the  lecture  on  Mendelssohn’s 
“ Lieder  ohne  Worte,”  delivered  by  Walter  Maefarren, 
Esq.  ; to  Miss  Ware,  of  Pen  Avon,  Clifton  Down,  for 
writing  in  Braille  type  and  presenting  two  books  to  the 
library ; to  Miss  Walter,  of  Pen  Park,  and  tho 
parishioners  of  Charlton  for  a splendid  gift  of  fruit  and 
vegetables,  being  the  offerings  of  a Harvest  Pestival. 
Special  thanks  are  also  due  and  given  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Bristol  Musical  Festival  Society  for  kindly 
setting  apart,  free  of  charge,  seats  for  the  blind  pupils 
at  their  triennial  concerts — seven  in  number. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  also  given  to  tho 
Honorary  Physician  and  Surgeon,  and  also  to  the 
Surgeon  Dentists,  for  their  services  during  the  past  year. 

Tho  Monday  afternoon  free  conceits  from  3 to  4 
o’clock,  held  in  the  Music  Hall,  have  been  well  attended. 

The  Committee  came  to  a decision  in  June  last  that 
an  increase  in  the  accommodation  for  the  educational 
department  was  absolutely  necessary,  the  boys’  school- 
room (the  only  room  available  for  the  purpose)  measur- 
ing only  18ft.  X 18ft.  and  9ft.  high,  and  there  being 
usually  30  to  35  pupils  assembled  in  it.  Not  only  is 
the  room  too  small  for  so  many  pupils,  but  it  is  badly 
ventilated  ; the  walls  are  damp  through  the  proximity 
of  a rain  water  tank,  and  the  approach  is  through  the 
boys’  bathroom,  and  hence  the  governess  is  at  times 
excluded  from  her  schoolroom. 

Another  evil  in  the  present  arrangement  is  the  want 
of  practising  rooms  for  the  boys.  The  pianofortes  are 
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now  placed  in  their  bedrooms,  dining-hall,  mat  shop, 
and  even  on  the  highest  landing,  a disposal  which 
prevents  any  systematic  superintendence  of  the  pupils’ 
practice,  and  which  would,  without  ceaseless  precaution, 
prove  detrimental  to  them,  both  morally  and  physically. 
The  Committee  are  also  desirous  to  increase  the  sale  of 
goods  manufactured  by  the  blind  of  this  asylum  in  order 
that  they  may  be  more  regularly  employed,  and  by 
becoming  more  hopeful  of  the  future,  have  a greater 
incentive  to  perseverance.  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Committee  that  many  residents  in  Clifton  and 
liristol  were  quite  unaware  of  the  trade  of  this  asylum 
in  baskets,  mats,  &c.,  and  as  it  is  essential  in  this  age 
of  competition  and  advertisement  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  public  as  strongly  as  possible  to  the  goods 
manufactured,  the  Committee  considered  that  a more 
prominent  position  than  that  of  the  present  saleroom 
was  indispensable. 

After  much  consideration  of  the  above-mentioned 
deficiencies  it  was  decided  that  the  only  adequate 
remedy  was  to  add  a new  wing  to  the  original  building. 
Acting  on  this  decision  the  Committee  have  caused  to 
be  constructed  a handsome  addition  in  the  same  style  of 
architecture  as  the  older  portion  of  the  asylum,  con- 
taining a saleroom,  practising  rooms,  and  a school- 
room. On  the  ground  floor  is  the  saleroom,  which 
measures  49ft.  x 23  ft.  and  24ft.  high ; it  is  lighted 
by  two  large  plate-glass  windows  facing  Queen’s  Road, 
and  five  smaller  ones  on  either  side.  Behind  this  are 
6tx  practising  rooms,  each  9ft.  X 7 ft.  and  10ft.  high, 
having  the  space  between  their  partition  walls  filled 
with  sawdust  to  deaden  the  sound.  These  six  rooms 
are  lighted  by  eight  windows.  Over  the  practising 
rooms  is  the  schoolroom,  50ft.  X 1 Oft. , and  15ft  high, 
lighted  by  five  windows  on  each  side,  and  with  seven 
ventilators  in  the  roof.  The  whole  of  this  new  wing  is 
warmed  by  hot  water. 
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The  Committee  feel  confident  that  these  improve- 
ments will  add  greatly  to  the  health  and  comfort  of 
the  pupils.  The  expenditure  has  been  considerable, 
but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  various  kinds  of  work 
executed  by  the  blind  being  brought  more  prominently 
before  the  public,  in  the  new  saleroom,  many  kind 
friends  who  do  not  now  support  it,  may  be  induced  to 
become  subscribers  to  this  valuable  institution. 
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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Ia  presenting  another  Annual  Report,  I note  the  absence 
of  several  of  the  older  and  more  intelligent  pupils  who 
have  left  the  Institution  during  the  year,  which  must 
necessarily  affect  the  results  of  the  present  Examination. 

The  Boys,  in  consequence  of  their  increased  numbers, 
were  presented  this  year  in  three  Divisions  instead  of  two 
as  on  former  occasions.  The  First  and  Senior  Division, 
consisting  of  seven,  passed  a very  good  Examination  in  the 
last  six  of  the  Minor  Prophets,  aud  manifested  a very  fair 
acquaintance  with  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke.  With  but  one 
exception  the  Reading  in  this  Division  was  very  satisfactory  ; 
two  or  three  of  the  lads  read  with  ease  and  facility. 

The  2nd  Division,  numbering  twelve,  passed  fairly  well  in  the 
2nd  Book  of  Kings,  but  only  tolerably  well  in  the  Gospel  of 
St.  Luke.  The  reading  in  this  Division,  with  two  or  three 
exceptions,  was  satisfactory. 

The  3rd  Division,  consisting  of  eleven  of  the  Junior  Pupils, 
if  I except  two  who  had  but  recently  entered  the  Institution, 
passed  remarkably  well  in  the  Book  of  Numbers  and  the 
Gospel  of  St.  Luke.  The  reading  in  this  Division  affords  me 
much  satisfaction. 


Passiug  to  the  Girls  who,  compared  with  former  years, 
are  much  fewer  in  number,  they  were  presented  in  two 
Divisions. 


The  Seniors,  numbering  nine,  passed  but  fairly  well  in  the 
last  six  of  the  Minor  Prophets  in  the  Old  Testament  and 
the  Gospel  by  St.  Luke  iu  the  New  Testament.  As  regards 
the  Reading,  if  I except  three  who  read  easily  and  well, 
the  progress  has  not  been  satisfactor}',  considering  that  thev 
are  all  old  Pupils.  J 

The  Junior  Division  of  nine  answered  several  leading 
questions  on  the  Book  of  Joshua,  and  I was  much  pleased 
with  their  acquaintance  with  the  principal  events  recorded 
in  the  Gospel  of  St.  Matthew. 


The  Reading  in  this

Division  was  very  fairly  good  ; three  or 
very  nicely.

Since  my  last  report  I have  much  pleasure  in  saying  that 
the  pupils  have  been  working  very  steadily  at  their  music, 
and  with  marked  success. 


One  entirely  new  programme  has  been  added  to  the  list  for 
use  at  the  Monday  Concerts,  and  several  have  been  reprinted, 
with  alterations  in  the  second  part,  which  have  necessitated 
hard  work. 

A number  of  New  Tunes,  &c.,  have  been  added  to  those 
already  in  use  in  the  Chapel. 


In  addition  to  the  pianoforte  pupils,  there  arc  nine  organ 
pupils.  Six  of  these  have  taken  part  in  the  service  of  the 
Church,  vis.,  C’has.  Raymond,  John  Pearce,  Chas.  Bailey, 
James  Stevens,  Mary  A.  Clifford,  and  Elizabeth  Rawlinson. 
The  remaining  three  are  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  do  so. 


The  music  of  the  past  year  has  been  in  advance  of  that  of 
previous  years. 

There  have  been  Forty  Concerts  between  the  10th  of  April, 
1882,  and  the  9th  of  April,  1883,  attended  by  2,108  persons, 
who  have  appeared  an  attentive  and  interested  audience.

Any  person  desirous  of  applying  for  the  Admission  of  a 
Pupil  may  have  printed  Papers  of  Questions  and  Engage- 
ments at  the  Asylum  in  the  following  form,  to  which  answers 
in  writing  are  required , attested  as  therein  specified  ; and  tho 
Paper  when  properly  tilled  up,  must  be  sent  (post-paid)  to 
the  Secretary  at  the  Asylum,  near  Park  Street,  Bristol,  in 
order  to  its  being  laid  before  the  Committee.  It  is  required 
that  the  parish  or  friends  of  the  Pupils  shall  contribute  a 
weekly  allowance  towards  his  or  her  maintenance  ; and  if 
the  parish  or  friends  be  at  a distance  from  Bristol,  then  some 
respectable  housekeeper  in  Bristol  must  become  responsible 
for  the  regular  payment  of  the  sum  stipulated.

1.  — That  they  are  required  to  come  decently  clothed,  and 
with  change  of  clothes. 

2.  — That  if  any  applicant,  after  admission,  is  found  to  be 
deficient  in  intellect,  afllicted  with  fits,  or  with  any  other 
disorder  prejudicial  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Asylum,  such  person 
will  be  immediately  returned  to  his  parish  or  friends. 

3.  — Persons  applying  for  admission  are  desired  to  observe 
that  the  object  of  the  Institution  is  Dot  to  provide  for  the 
permanent  support  of  those  taken  under  its  protection,  but  to 
teach  them  the  means  of  gaining  a livelihood  for  themselves. 

4.  — Candidates  for  admission  must  in  all  cases  be  recom- 
mended by  a Life  Member  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  twelve 
months’  standing. 

5.  — That  previous  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate  the 
friends  or  parishes  shall  pay  the  first  half-year’s  board 
money  in  advance , and  engage  some  respectable  inhabitant 
in  Bristol  to  become  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  such 
half-yearly  payment,  always  in  advance,  and  on  failure 
thereof  such  blind  persons  will  be  sent  home  to  their  friends 
or  parishes. 

6.  — Should  a Pupil  be  dismissed  for  misconduct  or  leave 
the  Institution  from  caprice  or  otherwise,  without  the 
approval  of  the  Committee,  before  the  expiration  of  the  six 
months,  no  portion  of  the  money  so  advanced  shall  be 
returned. 

7 . — That  each  Person  recommended  by  a Life  Member  or 
Subscriber  of  twelve  months  standing , living  in  the  parish , or 
one  adjoining  that  of  the  person  recommended  (provided  the 
other  requisites  are  satisfactory ) be  received  in  preference  to  any 
other  candidate. 

S. — No  Male  applicant,  who  is  under  Nine  or  above 
Twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  no  Female  under  Nine  or  above 
Twenty-five,  can  be  placed  on  the  list  of  candidates. 

N.B.— None  can  be  received  into  the  Asylum  as  Pupils 
until  they  can  dress  and  undress  themselves  without 
assistance.
